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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Dear Sir: 

This letter is in response to the Election of Species Requirement under 35 U.S.C 
section 121 mailed on June 26, 2006, in cormection with the above application. 

The Examiner has required the election of a species of lipid under 35 U.S.C §121 . 
Applicants elect sphingomyelin as the species of lipid. The Examiner has also required 
that the Applicant mdicate how the elected species reads upon the lipid of claims 59 and 
60. Claim 59 uicludes peptide lipid complexes wherein the lipid is a saturated lipid or an 
unsaturated lipid or a combination thereof. Sphingomyelin is a monounsaturated lipid 
and therefore reads upon the language "combination". Claim 60 includes peptide-lipid 
complexes wherein the lipid is a natural lipid or a synthetic lipid. Sphingomyelin is a 
natural lipid and therefore reads upon the language "natural lipid". 



The Examiner has required an election of species of disease for treatment for the 
methods of the claimed invention, as set forth in claim 71 - 79 xinder 35 U.S.C §121. 
The Applicants elect a method of treatuig cardiovascular disease. 

As part of the species election, the Examiner has required the Usting of claims that 
are readable upon the elected species. The claims that read upon the elected lipid species, 
sphingomyelin, are claims 58, 59, 60, 61, 62, 67, 68, 69, and 70. The claims that read 
upon the elected method species, the method of treating cardiovascular disease, are 
claims 72 and 79. 

It is respectfully submitted that all of the claims are in condition for allowance.
